Chapter 1 


Noncons 


A noncon, what has been noticed throughout society, many people who have no real personal 
lives, always following trends, keeping up with whatever’s new, having their life revolve around 
their jobs, no real hobbies, no opinions of their own, and no independent desire. 


| found the term what to call them, noncons, short for non-conscious, as their personalities are 
blank slates waiting to be mprinted, they often copy whatever’s popular, and discourage 
individual style of expression. 


They pretend to act like people, you always notice something’s off in them when you talk to one. 
The way they act, they often seem to spread, and suppress information. To promote consumer 
culture, and discourage different ideas. They are very anti-intellectualism, and twist the meaning 
of many words. 

Sometimes words don't match emotions, but oftentimes you can sense the intentions behind 
them. 


A noncon, has shown to have no guilt, no shame, no intuition, no empathy, no independence, no 
conscience. 

All of these emotions have been programmed into them. When you talk to a noncon, you often 
feel like you’re talking to a shell, or no person at all. At one point they might have been people, 
but due the repetitiveness of generalist life, had led their consciousness to diminish. Doing 
something for so long with no novelty shortens the mind. 

As seen in every media, they are in every walk of life, every industry, every group. 

There are 3 levels of consciousness: 


1. anormal consciousness, one which most people are, average, but aware. What you can 
expect of this is what you can expect from everyone. 


2. alowcon, who is one that is weak willed, who are heading towards becoming a noncon, 
they get a sense they’re going there, but don't have the willpower to stop it. What leads 


them here might be drugs, a tragedy, a hole once fallen they can’t get up. And are mostly 
dopaminergic, while they might lack self control, they won't break most morals, as 
they're still half aware of their actions. 


3. Anoncon, someone, who was once a person, or was never a person. a noncon has 
shown to be collectivist by default, often fitting in, and giving blank stares to most 
questions. They don't think, or question, just follow. But not all noncons act the same, 
they're in different colors, but all are painted from the same brush. 


The nature of noncons is mostly enigmatic on how they act, while also predictable. 

But the existence of these things have proven that the body and conscience are 2 separate 
things. 

And another type of noncon that’s noticed, it’s a primal noncon, pricon to make it short. All of us 
in the back of our heads have primal programming onto us, we have dopamine (essentially a 
drug) ingrained into our brains, but what stops those actions are our morals and choices. 


Or perhaps, that the dopamine is not strong enough, a pricon will stop at nothing to get its share 
of dopamine. 

Many can’t resist pleasure when it's easy to get. If there was a choice between right or easy, 
they would choose easy. 


A pricon has no self control, nor any sense of choice. Their primal programming is their 
personality and driving factor of life, shared with animals, driven only by their primal instincts 
prioritizing survival. 


All animals are noncons, due to thousands of years of evolution, which has equipped them with 
enough experience on what to do to survive and pass genetic coding. 

An animal's purpose, its main purpose, is to keep the ecosystem going. They have their own 
factory to run, which all are unaware they’re in. 

But all “individual” animals work on a few feelings. 


1) If they get hungry they eat, so they search for food. If they’re not hungry, they rest. 

2) Survival, artificial fear is implemented in them, so they have a harder time dying. Despite 
inevitably dying one day, it's an illogical goal they follow, either an early death, or a late 
death. 

3) Tribalism, they stick with a partner always, strength in numbers. 

Pricons most common personality traits are bullies, often they’re either aggressive, or passive 


aggressive, they twist the rules, and loophole for their ulterior motives, because they want to be 
powerful. They play the system as a power game. 


They often claim territory, because once in charge, they get to decide if you’re in or out, often 
their behavior is tyrannical. 

They hate being questioned, and they climb with not meritocracy, but with bullying and cheating. 
Often intimidating their opponents, obsessed with competition by winning dirty. 

Favoritism and autocratic values. 


And it's still there, being powerless is the norm, so much so the concept of defending oneself is 
becoming estranged. And other concepts have been forgotten too, much that they can’t be 
mentioned in this book anymore. 


- China at one point was estranged with the idea of democracy, but that word gets thrown 
a lot in the weuro-sphere. most of those places are governed by a group of people. You 
never elected those people, but you can’t kick them out. And you definitely can’t vote 
them out. 


A primal noncon is programmed with climbing the hierarchy. The reason why they want to be at 
the top is that they’re programming is hedonistic, they want money, power, and pleasure. 


And the reason why traits like money, looks, and aggression are attractive, it's because it 
secures children. 
Despite these traits not being good when seen in depth, it attracts the parasites. 


1488: “We must secure the future of all children.” are the words of a true primal noncon. For one 
to focus on children is for one to focus on random altruism, but it’s only selfishness. 

A pricon truly has no empathy, animals kill each other on a daily basis and derive pleasure from 
killing others, you never do something you don’t enjoy. 


But what stops them from doing the worst, are consequences, the inevitable fear they have 
prevents them from hurting others, this is fact proven that animals still live among us, it is 
common to see others cheat and ruin other people’s enjoyment, they are sadist by default, and 
take pride in it. 


1488 has a different meaning, but the one meaning that has stuck in that code is the future of 
children. 

Any child can have any conscience, any personality. So why do “people” have children, without 
knowing what they will get? 

That child will likely hate its “parents”, which is a very common thing. What's noticed by the 
media is how they try to push filial piety to their “audience”, but fail otherwise when the hate for 
their cretinents is stronger than propaganda. 

The answer is, control. 

Docile children, the bigger control in this slave world, the richer they get. 

to enslave conscious people, and destroy their consciousness until they're robotic in nature. 


It's common for noncons to teach that their parent’s will is absolute. You must obey, and due to 
their height and muscle mass, unable to fight back, you’re essentially stuck in a 
childhood-dictatorship. 


And approved by the government, they exist because they're allowed to exist. 
What stays true is, governing starts from parenting. First impressions make the foundations. 


Though every dictator had horrible parents, they always had something they strongly liked, 
either a parent, or else. 

A void, perhaps, is crafted, when hate and like are put together. 

When you experience hate, you gravitate stronger to the thing you like. 


Like is stronger than hate, and when you take from someone something they like, you get hate.
